| It was approved that Mr. Sullivan and Mr. DeLoach would make an 

appointment with King to straighten him out concerning the statements he 
reportedly had made. 

On 11/30/62 Mr. DeLoach attempted to contact King to arrange the 
interview. The Atlanta operator advised there was no telephone at the 
residence usually occupied by King and the operator then tried to reach 
him at the Ebenezer Baptist Church in Atlanta. Someone at the church 
stated that King was on a two weeks vacation and could not be reached. 

Upon being asked if King was near a telephone, this person replied in tfj 
affirmative but stated that King did not wish to be disturbed. * 

The Atlanta Office then was instructed to attempt to locate King 
by telephone and advise him that Mr. DeLoach and Mr, Sullivan wished to 
sit down and have a chat with him any time he was in the Washington or 
New York area. King's secretary was then contacted by the Atlanta Office 
on 11/30/62, and the secretary stated that King was at a hideaway writing a 
book and could not be reached for the week of November 30. The secretary 
stated that the following week King would be traveling in Alabama. The 
secretary was requested to have King contact the Atlanta Office with regard 
to an urgent matter, however, King never, made such a contact.^

HE: DIFFICULTIES ENCOUNTERED IN ATTEMPTING TO 

CONTACT MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. 


On about July 18 to July 20, 1961, attempts were made to make 
an appointment with King to interview him in connection with the 
investigation of Theodore Edward Brown who was under investigation as a 
special inquiry for the Peace Corps* On July 19 or July 20, King's 
secretary stated that "Dr, King can see you on Saturday afternoon but 
you don't work Saturdays, do you?" His secretary was advised that the 
Agent would be at King's office any time King would be available. A 
definite appointment was made for 2 p.m. Saturday afternoon July 22, 1961. 
The Agent appeared at King's office at approximately 1:50 p.m. where he 
waited for an hour before being admitted to King's office. King stated 
he was sorry to keep the Agent waiting but he was behind in his paper 
work and had completed some of it before admitting the Agent. 


In June, 1962, efforts were made to obtain an appointment with 
King in connection with a case involving Shirley Blackwell Cummings, a 
^Peace Corps applicant. Beginning on approximately 6/5/62, King's 
secretary kept stating that he was not available for interview although 
\ it was known to us that he was in his office daily. On 6/8/62 Wyatt 
jf Walker, King's assistant, advised the Atlanta Office that he and King 
were proceeding to Shreveport, Louisiana, in connection with the voter 
registration drive and that the Little Union Baptist Church in 
Shreveport had received a bomb threat. At that time, Walker was informed 
that Agents had been urgently trying to make an appointment with King 
and Walker stated an appointment would be made. On 6/8/62 King telephoned 
the Atlanta Office from Shreveport to inquire as to why the Agent wanted 
Ian appointment and to advise of the bomb threat previously furnished by 
[Walker, King consented to interview which was conducted 6/9/62. 


King was also interviewed by the Atlanta Office on 7/24/62 
in connection with racial incidents at Albany, Georgia, involving 
alleged violation by King of a temporary restraining order issued by 
the U. S. District Court to stop demonstrations. The interview was 
conducted in the U. S. courtroom where King had appeared for a hearing. 

On 6/25/63 the Atlanta Office attempted to contact King to 
advise him of a threat against his life. Efforts to contact him were 
at first unsuccessful, but after a delay of some hours, King's secretary 
informed him of the Bureau's interest in talking to him and arrangements 
were made for an Agent to contact King by telephone.

The “Rev/' Martin Luther King, the boy who can phone the 
White House and get through to the President, the boy who 
wears suits costing $300.00 and drives white Cadillacs, the 
negro civil rights hustler who is living 'high on the hog', the 
'Big Shot’ on C.O.R.E/s advisory board, has the admiration 
of his red fascist friends. And who are his friends In C.O.R.E.? 
They are ex-convicts and pro-Communists. 

The Sentinel, in many of its issues the past five years has 
well informed its readers with facts in reference to King’s 
background and pro-Communist associates. 

A midwest newspaper, the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, de- 
cided several months ago, to Investigate charges made 
against King. 

Top level Globe-Democrat reporter Denny Walsh, was as- 
signed “to probe the background and activities of C.O.R.E. 
and to determine the extent of any Communist infiltration In 
C.O.R.E/s ranks." Denny Walsh spent two months studying 
Government and oollce files and interviewing officials in 
Washington. New York, Chicago, New Orleans, Louisville 
and St. Louis. In a series of ten articles, December St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat issues, here is what Mr. Walsh came up with: 

Eugene J. Toumour, C.O.R.E/s midwest field secretary, 
when questioned about Communist Influence in C.O.R.E. 
said, "An Individual's past, present or future political be- 
liefs are not a matter of concern to C.O.R.E. as long as that 
individual adheres In C.O.R.E. demonstrations and to 
C.O.R.E. procedures." 

On the Y/ashington University campus, Tournour participa- 
ted In Communist causes. In 1958 he Joined the Committee 
to Secure justice for Morton Sobell, the radar expert con- 
victed In 1951 of helping Julius and Ethel Rosenberg give 
United States Atom secrets to Russia. Sobell Is now serving 
a 30 year sentence. Tournour was a guest speaker at the 
Communist front Midwest Conference of Socialist Youth in 
Chicago in 19 58. He is a member of several Communist fronts. 

Walsh writes, "Martin Luther King Jr/s Civil Rights 
group has worked Jointly with the Southern Conference Ed- 
ucation Fund, Inc., a large Communist front organization. 
The S.C.E.F. publishes the Southern Patriot, a paper cited 
as subversive in 1947 by the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities. The president of the Communist front S.C.E.F., 
the Rev.. Fred L. Shuttlesworth - is secretary of Dr. .King’s 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference." Documents 
UnKing the two organizations were obtained In a raid October 
4 by Louisiana State police. Letters between King and James 
Dombrowski (one of ten upper Communists) link King with 
top level Communists.

Carl Braden was convicted of Sedition and received a 
sentence of fifteen years. He served several months on this 
sentence, and it was voided under the old Nelson Case 
decision of the U. S. Supreme Court, which Voided State 
Sedition Laws some years ago. Braden served a year in the 
Federal Penitentiary for contempt of Congress for refuslnf 
to answer the questions of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

Walsh mentions the names and exposes the Communist fron 
background of persons on C.O.R.E/s Advisory Committee, 
who sit side by side with King on the Committee, Several o 
these are - Rev. Fred L. Shuttleswerth, Roger N. Baldwin 
Algernon D. Black, Rev. Allen Knight Chalmers, Earl B 
Dickerson, Rabbi Roland B. Gittelsohn, A. J. Muste, Dr. E 
Stanley Jones, A. Philip Randolph, Ira De A. Reid, Lilliar 
Smith, Prof. Goodwin Watson. Chas. S. Zimmerman, al 
frequently exposed as Communist [renters in past Issues 
the White Sentinel. 

In his investigations, Denny Walsh learned what the Scntlne 
has known the past several years - that C.O.R.E/s roots gi 
back to the Communist front, the Fellowship of Reconcilla 
tion, that claims parentage of left wing organizations, th 
National Council Against Conscription, the American Clvi 
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jerties Union, and the Workers Defense \gue. 

3enny Walsh also uncovered the background of King’s 
se friend, Bayard Rustin, charged with “lewd Vagrancy” 
Pasadena, California where Rustin served 60 days in jail 
jn pleading guilty. While at City College of New York 
.tin joined the Young Communist League. Rustin was one 
five Americans who went to Russia in 1958 under sponsor- 
p of the Communist front Non-Violent Action Committee 
linst Nuclear Weapons.

Tn SC. Louis Walsh investigated the connection between 
C.O.R.E., King, and a weekly St. Louis newspaper. The 
Defender. He learned that The Defender- is the "journalistic 
champion of C.O.R.E.” The 34 year old managing editor* 
Rick Darnell, served a Federal prison sentence for draft- 
dodging. and has a police record dating back to 1946. The 
paper's publisher, Charles Hawkins, is a 43 year old con- 
victed mail thief. 

Kansas City correspondent for the paper is Kenneth Kellin, 
sentenced five years at the Intermediate Reformatory for men 
( ALCOA) tor robbery and carrying a concealed weapon.

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The captioned thirty-minute news program was monitored by the New York

MacNamara bjannouncer Harry Schwartz. Schwartz preambled his interview of these 
two individually indicating that he was puzzled at the Director's avtaek on the Reverend 
J^rtin^LutherK ing and th e Warren Commission Report. He asked Cook and MacNamara 
to comment. ” . , %' 


Cook indicated that this is a normal reaction on the part of Mr. Hoover 
when he is criticized but that he usually does not speak out himself, but rather has some 
other supporter i, e. The American Legion do it for him. Cook said that he thought the 
Warren Commission Report's criticism of the FBI was "mild." He indicated that there 
was a lack of strong activity on the part of the FBI in connection with civil rights : " 
investigations which has caused a lot of criticism of the Bureau and Mr. Hoover is so 
"nettled” that he decided to reply himself. At this point, MacNamara said that he also 
thought the FBI and the Director were "oversensitive to criticism." He -dded, however, 
that a two-hour news conference with female reporters should not be allowed to weigh too 
heavily in the balance against "thirty years of rather professional law enforcement 
activity on Mr. Hoover's part." MacNamara said he agreed with the Directors criticism 
of the Warren Commission Report stating that if every "kook" and every other person who 
was mentally unbalanced or potentially dangerous were confined when the President was

KING STATES: He has questioned the Bureau's effectiveness but has never 

attributed this merely to the presence of Southerners in 
. the FBI. . 


FACTS: In November, 1962, in discussing racial disturbances in Albany^ 

Georgia, King was widely quoted in the press as stating that ^>ne 
of the greatest problems regarding the FBI in the South is that the Agents 
are white Southerners who have been influenced by the mores of the 
community. This is, of course, absolutely false, and it is noted that --v. 
four of the five Agents then assigned to Albany, Georgia, were Northerners, 


KING STATES: 


FACTS : 


Not a single arrest was made in Albany, Georgia, during the 
many brutalities against Negroes. 


During the summer of 1962, there was a continuing series of mass 

— racial meetings, marches and demonstrations by Negroes in the 

Albany ^ Georgia, area. This resulted in numerous multiple arrests of 
Negroes’-, for lying down in the street, blocking traffic and disorderly 
conduct. During this period, numerous allegations of civil rights 
violations were made to Bureau Agents and Department officials. In every 
instance-'the Department was advised of the complaint and the results of 
any ^investigation conducted. Any additional investigation requested by 
the Department was immediately and thoroughly run out and the results 
furriishecfjto the Department. The Department did not see fit to prosecute 
any of the c incidents arising out of these demonstrations. 

During this same period, however, prosecution was brought against 
Denver Edgar Short, Jr., Deputy Marshal, Sasser, Georgia, which is about 
20 miles from Albany. Short intimidated voter registration workers on 
8/30/62, and FBI investigation developed that Short cursed the victims, 
ordered them out of town and fired his gun in the direction of their tires.

It is also noted that on 9/17/62, FBI Agents arrested four 
white subjects in the vicinity of the I Hope Baptist church, a Negro 
church near Dawson, Georgia, and about 30 miles from Albany, which had 
been burned that day. In the absence of a Federal violation, confessions 
obtained by Bureau Agents were made available to local authorities 
resulting in a seven year sentence for each of the three adult subjects 
« and three years probation for the fourth subject who was a juvenile. 

On 10/4/62 Bureau Agents arrested Jack Phelix Smith and a 
detainer was placed against Douglas Howard Parker, a state prisoner, 
on civil rights charges in connection with the burning of the Shady 
Grove Baptist Church near Leesburg, Georgia, on 8/15/62. This was a 
Negro church approximately 12 miles from Albany. Smith and Parker are 
white, A Federal Grand Jury failed to indict, and our evidence was made 
available to state officials who presented the case to a local grand jury 
which also returned a no bill. 

KING STATES: Not a single arrest has been made in connection with the 

bombing in Birmingham or the three murdered civil rights 
workers in Mississippi.

FACTS: The Sixteenth Street Baptist Church, Birmingham, Alabama, was 

bombed 9/15/63 killing four Negro children. We immediately 
launched the most intensive type of investigation which is still 
vigorously continuing. Our investigation was prejudiced by premature 
arrests made by the Alabama Highway Patrol, and consequently , it has 
not yet been possible to obtain evidence or confessions that would insure 
successful prosecution although we have identified a small group of 
Klansmen believed to be responsible . 


We, of course, launched a massive investigation following the 
disappearance of the three civil rights workers in the vicinity of 
Philadelphia, Mississippi, on June 21, 1964. We located their bodies in 
an earthen dam and have developed information identifying those 
responsible. Intensive investigation is continuing to develop the case 
[for prosecution as quickly as possible. 


It should be noted that our recent investigations in 
Mississippi have produced the following positive results: (1) Eleven 

arrests in McComb on state charges involving bombings and other violence. 
Nine of those arrested have pleaded guilty or nolo contendere and 
received probationary sentences; (2) Seven arrests in Natchez on 
[state charges involving shooting incidents and a beating; (3) Two

subjects arrested on state murder charges 11/6/64 in connection with 
the killing of Henry Hezekiah Dee and Charlie Eddie Moore; (4) Seven 
arrests for racial violence by the Sheriff of Pike County who stated 
this resulted from his success in practicing Bureau methods he 
observed during our recent investigations; and (5) FBI Agents have 
arrested five present and former law enforcement officers in Neshoba 
County on charges of police brutality. They are presently awaiting trial. 

KING STATES: FBI Agents work with local officers on criminal cases 

making it difficult for them to effectively function 
where Negroes are threatened. 

FACTS ; This is a shopworn canard, the falsity of which is clearly 

illustrated by our currently effective cooperation with local 
officers in Mississippi, our arrest of five officers in Neshoba County, 
Mississippi, our effective cooperation with local officers in the 
Georgia church burning investigations, the Penn murder case and many 
otper cases in all parts of the country. 

He has no record of a request from the Director to 
meet with him. 

FACTS : In November, 1962, Assistant Directors DeLoach and Sullivan 

sought to make an appointment with King to straighten him out 
with regard to his public remarks concerning our performance in Albany, 
Georgia. King was never available on the telephone and left instructions 
with his secretary on 11/28/62 that he would call us when he was willing 
to arrange an interview. He did not call us and on January 15, 1963, 
we decided to make no further effort to contact him. 

ING STATES: He has always made himself available to Atlanta FBI Agents.

FACTS ; In July, 1961, it was necessary to contact King in connection 

with the investigation of Theodore Edward Brown, a special 
inquiry for the Peace Corps. An appointment was made through King’s 
secretary for his interview 7/22/61; however. King kept the Agent 
waiting for one hour past the appointed time and stated he was behind 
in his paper work and had completed some of it before admitting the Agent, 

In June, 1962, efforts were made to obtain an appointment with 
King in connection with a case involving Shirley Blackwell Cummings, 
a Peace Corps applicant. Beginning on approximately 6/5/62, King’s 
secretary kept stating the he was not available for interview although 
it was known to us that he was in his office daily. On 6/8/62 Wyatt T. 
Walker, King’s assistant, advised the Atlanta Office that he and King 
were proceeding to Shreveport, Louisiana, in connection with the voter

registration drive and that the Little Union Baptist Church in 
Shreveport had received a bomb threat. At that time. Walker was informed 
that Agents had been urgently trying to make an appointment with King 
and Walker stated an appointment would be made. On 6/8/62, King 
telephoned the Atlanta Office from Shreveport to inquire as to why the 
Agent wanted an appointment and to advise of the bomb threat previously 
furnished by Walker. King consented to interview which was conducted 
6/9/62 . 


King was also interviewed by the Atlanta Office on 7/24/62 
in connection with racial incidents at Albany, Georgia, involving 
alleged violation by King of a temporary restraining order issued by 
the U. S. District Court to stop demonstrations. The interview was 
. conducted in the U. S. courtroom where King had appeared for a hearing. 

On 11/30/62, when Assistant Directors DeLoach and Sullivan 
were attempting to arrange an interview with King, the Atlanta Office 
contacted King’s secretary to make such an appointment at King’s 
convenience. The Agent was advised that King was writing a book and 
could not be reached. King’s secretary was requested to have King 
contact the Atlanta Office on an urgent matter but he never made such 
a contact. 
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] On 6/25/63 the Atlanta Office attempted to contact King to 

advise him of a threat against his life. Efforts to contact him were 
at first unsuccessful, but after a delay of some hours. King's secretary 
informed him of the Bureau’s interest in talking to him and arrangonents 
were made for an Agent to contact King by telephone. 

ACTION 

(1) King states in his telegram that he would be happy to 
l discuss his telegram with the Director in the near future. In view of 
I King’s character, it is recommended that the Director have no contact 
| with him. 


(2) It is recommended that no reply be made to King’s telegram - 
as his character and prior conduct have made it obvious that it would be ; 
only a futile gesture to make any effort to apprise him of the facts. {,

The organizational drive for the “new civil rights for 
Negroes was finally fully exposed on Sunday night July 
21,1963 over Television Station KTTV in Los Angeles. 
This was done by the officials of the leading Negro or- 
ganizations themselves during a two hour program. The 
Negro top officials hod the full time to themselves There 
was no opposition presented By their own words, they 
proved conclusively, that any American, in government or 
out. who supports tnis new civil rights policy is either a 
fool, or is hoping for the chance to Be a ‘free loader” at 
the terrible expense to the rights of the vast majority of 
the American people. 

The program on KTTV was named The American Experience. 
It was moderated by Richard Heffner. The speakers were 
Wyatt Walker, aid to Martin Luther King of the Southern 
Cnristian Crusade, Allen Morrison, Editor of the Negro 
Magazine, Ebony, Mai com X of the Black Muslims, end 
James Farmer, head of CORE 

Mai com X wants the United States to buy and pay for the 
land for a Negro nation somewhere out of the United States, 
then, give the land to the Negroes, buy all Negro property 
jn America, land, buildings, houses etc., plus whatever 
industrial plant the Negroes would need for the new nation, 
OR to set aside for exclusive use of Negroes, at least two 
present Americcn States, thereby guaranteeing complete 
segregation. The other leaders nad other ideas, equally 
fantastic 

Wyatt, Farmer and Allen agreed completely that the Negro 
demand is for “COMPENSATORY PREFERENCE”. Tins 
was their EXACT TERM. 

These words are a DEMAND that Negroes in the United 
States be gi ven at once, wi th no del ay at al I for cny reason, 
special privileges, by law, over all other citizens of our 
country, and at the expense of citizens other than Negroes 

This means that Negroes are to be given jobs at higher 
salaries thai other people, that employers are to fire 
white employees or other non Negro employees and re- 
place them with Negro employees without regard to cost 
or qualification of any kind, and that the white majority 
are to be charged or taxed, especially and extra, in what- 
ever amount is necessary, without limit, and at once, 
to make these demands a reality without one hour’s delay. 

That all employers be compelled to go out and find Ne- 
groes to fill jobs in their firms at higher wages then most 
other people, and that Negroes not be required to either 
seek employment or to make application for employment. The 
employers are to go find them, haul them to the jobs, pro- 
mote them, at once, qualified or not. 

It was stated by Mr. Wyatt, and agreed to by the others, that 
in order for their demands to be met, American legislatures, 
courts and law had to be bypassed, the Constitution must 
be replaced, end our entire economic systems, educational 
proceedures, free enterprise structures and profit system 
n n d to he "holi'died. ond that America had to move ranidly 


It was stated that the “whites” of America were in great 
debt to the Negroes in America NOW, because the 'whites’ 
had willfully planned and carried out an imposed slavery 
on the American Negroes for the last 200 years, and that 
the present living white Americans must pay the full com- 
pensation for this debt to the American Negroes now. 

It was stated that “me re equality” for Negroes was insuff- 
icient and inadequate, and that “massive preferential 
treatment” by coercive force, if necessary, must be im- 
posed on white Americans to force payment of this debt 
NOW. 

It was stated that if all these things were not done at 
once, without the slightest delay, the Negroes in the 
NAACP,CORE aid the Southern Oiristicn Conference 
would take whatever revolutionary measures required to 
enforce these demands at once, and that neither delay, 
compromise nor alternatives would be tolerated. 

It was stated that the Negro objectives, regardless of the 
law, the courts or the government were inherent in the 
drive of the Negro revolution, and that every force in the 
hands of the twenty million Negroes now living in the 
United States is being mobilized to command each and 
every one of the Negro demands, without exception. 

Readers should understand very clear and very straight, 
that what is printed here went out over many television 
stations, of which KTTV was only one. Everything that 
is printed here, and much more was said, and there was 
no possibility to either mis-understand the meaning 
or tne language in the broadcast. This review, while not 
all in quotes, is accurate. There was no rebuttal from the 
moderator, and very strangely, no disclaimer from the 
station regarding the statements and opinions given.

Law enforcement is not 
merely a matter of using the 
FBI as a national police force 
such as is found in totalitar- 
ian countries. The Federal 
courts have in recent years, 
for example, released prison- 
ers on the ground that they 
were improperly interrogated 
before they were arraigned. 

Under the existing circum- 
stances, the investigative agen- 
cies of the government fee) 
that they must be very cau- 
tious and careful before they 
make arrests. But this will not 
satisfy those who think that 
certain suspects should be 
promptly arrested and tried. 

It is small wonder that J. 
Edgar Hoover seemed to give 
vent to impatience when he 
; talked to a group Of women 
: reporters this week on the gen- 
eral subject of law enforce- 
ment. Mr. Hoover was particu- 
larly bitter about some of the 
activities of the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. The FBI chief 
said that Mr. King had told 
members of his organization 
not to report acts of violence 
to the FBI In Albany, Ga., 
because the agents there are 
all Southerners and would not 
do anything about such com- 
plaints. Mr. Hoover’s reply was 
that the majority of FBI 
agents in the South are North- 
erners, and that four of the 
five agents in Albany were 
born in the North. r . 

Some Difficulties 
The FBI director conceded 
that there have been difficul- 
ties with local authorities, 
some of whom, due to their 
prejudices, are lax in law en- 
forcement Involving violations 
of "civil rights " But the FBI 
has no authority over the state 
and local police, and has to 
depend on their voluntary co- 
operation. In cases where the 
local police cannot be relied 
upon, the FBI may increase it-s 
forces. But this does not mean 
that It can always gather 
enough evidence to bring a 


Law 

case against ail persons sus- 
pected of violating "civil 
rights.” 

Somewhat the same dilem- 
ma confronts the FBI in con- 
nection with the measures 
that might have been taken 
to protect the late President 
Kennedy against assassination. 
It is natural for the FBI direc- 
tor to resent the criticism of 
his agency made in the report 
of the Warren Commission. 
For, as Mr. Hoover told his 
press conference this week, it 
is impossible to take out of 
circulation "every individual 
who might threaten the safety 
of the President” when the 
Chief Executive makes a pub- 
lic appearance, especially 
when he rides down city 
streets In an open automobile. 
The implication that somehow 
the FBI was responsible for 
the failure to prevent Lee 
Harvey Oswald from shooting 
Mr. Kennedy is resented by 
the FBI men who know the 
facts. 

The truth is that the FBI 
and Secret Service combined 
do not have sufficient person- 
nel to carry out the kind of 
precautions which, the War- 
ren Commission report inti- 
mated, might have been taken 
in Dallas. 

Not Big Enough 

The same thing applies to 
"civil rights.” The Federal gov- 
ernment has no investigative 
force big enough to detect all 
the "civil rights” violations 
that are going on. Nor does It 
have enough enforcement 
agencies to prepare cases 
against those who violate the 
law. 

Unless a huge national po- 
lice force is built, of until cer- 1 
tain cases can be prosecuted 
which will furnish an example 
to the nation and have a de- 
terrent effect, It is not likely 
that the FBI, by merely mak- 
ing a number of arrests with- 
out ample evidence, will be 
able to solve the major prob- 
lems of law enforcement.

The director felt that this 
reflected on the Integrity of 
himself and the entire FBI.

In ensuing months there 
was other such criticism of 
the bureau by followers and 
colleagues of Rev. Mr. King. 
These were sensitive days in 
the national life of the nation 
on the civil rights front Mr. 
Hoover determined to strike 
back at the criticism, but did 
not want to complicate mat- 
ters at the time. \* 

Upheaval 

Then a year ago came the, 
tragic assassination of Presi-' 
dent John Kennedy. The en- 
tire Inner world of national 
security was In turmoil. Inves- 
tigations gave birth to ever 
e x pa n d 1 n g investigations. 
Many of these crossed na- 
tional boundaries. 

Energies were absorbed by 
these probes and liaison work 
with the Warren Commission. 
The director held his verbal 
fire as the presidential cam- 
paign began running parallel 
to the final days of the com- 
mission’s probing, analysis 
and writing of the monumen- 
tal report.
